Fine Business Block. 


. The really substantial and pros- 
perous appearance of the town of 
Didsbury, as viewed from the rail- 
way, has been enhanced consider- 
ably by the large and imposing 
brick block erected on Railway 
Street, opposite the C.P R. depot, 
by W. Leisemer and J. V. 
Berscht. ' The site isthe same up- 
on which their former business 
block stood, and which it will be 
remembered was totally destroyed 
by fire on.May 4th. Immediately 
following the fire, steps were taken 
to-clear up the debris, and while 
the necessary atrangements prelim- 
inary to rebuilding were being 
made, the hardware business of W. 
G. leisemer was temporarily locat- 
ed ina building a ahort distance 
eouth of his former business stand, 
whilst J. V. Berscht conducted his 
in the Leuszler Block. This ‘ar- 
rangement has existed up and until 
this week when Mr. Leisemer moves 
into his new store. Mr. Berscht’s 
premises, however, will yet require 
a short time for completion. 


“= The new block is a two-storey 


solid brick building, the portion 
occupied by Mr. Leisemer being 
thirty-two feet in width with a 
length of store space of eighty feet. 
There is also an addition at the rear 
measuring 20x47ft. 

The main building, of course, 


‘will accommodate the stock of hard- 


ware and other goods, and will in- 
clude in addition offices for W. G. 
Leisemer and his brother George. 
The large floor space will provide 
ample room for display, whilst the 
height of the ceiling allows for 
plenty of shelf room and for draw- 
ers and cabinets to, be arranged 
systematically and in accordance 
with the most approved business 
principles.

Here Wr. Leisemer has sought and 
obtained expert advice with a view 
to taking any and every precaution 
possible against fire, and with this 
in mind has established a method 
of Fentilation which it is believed 
will successfully overcome, or at 
least reduce to a minimum, the 
danger of combustion by taking 
care of any seepage from the pumps 
and carrying off any vapof that 
may escape, ‘ 

Adjoining the oi] house is the tin 
shop, which has been brought up 
to date and equipped with the nec- 
essary machinery and tools to cope 
with any work entrusted to it. 
Running up the centre is a narrow 
guage track conneeting with the 
elevator to facilitate the handling 
of goods, 

The store to be occupied by Mr 
Berscht is also a very commodious 
one. Well lighted with large plate 
glass windows, and with a front 
store space of 35x45 feet, ample 
space is provided for display, and 
when occupied will, one would im- 
agine, present a fine appearance.

Mr. Berscht ex- 
pects to occupy it within the next 
two or three weeks, and meanwhile 
is engaged in personally supervising 
and inspecting goods which when 
they arrive will meke a very pleag- 
ing display. 

Situated a block away, on Osler 
Street, there hasalso risen just re- 
cently a large addition to their for- 
mer shop occupied by the Stevens 
brothers. This business was orig- 
inally established about eight years 
ago, and so uniformly successful 
has it been that the brothers have 
now been compelled to provide fur- 
ther accommodation. The new 
portion, which is built of tile with 
a etucce front, measures 51x62 feet, 


and will be of great convenience to/~ 


patrons of Stevens’ Service Shop. 
Chere aro three brothers, by the 
way, Frank, Bob and Fred, and 
that their popularity and public 
approval of their work is deserved 
is best shown ‘in this new addition, 
which after all is a pretty good in- 
dication of the success of ariy busi- 
ness.

Brief Sketch Showing How This Hardy 


Development of the West 
(By Steina J. Stefansson-Sommerville, 
Delia, Alta.) 

Of all the non-British born peoples 
who make their homes In the Domin- 
fon of Canada perhaps none has con- 
tributed more to the opening up. and 
development of the virgin land of the 
west than the Icelanders. , 

The first non-English-speaking set- 
to reach Cauada under British 
regime arrived as carly as 1873. Sub- 
sequent years saw a great influx of 
ot Norse-Vikings 
runtil, at the present time, their num-

jon the land with the exception of per- 
{haps 20 per cent. who live in the larg- 
fer centres of the west. 

j The trail to settlement has been 

{blazed by these Icelandic settlers at 
117 different points in Canada and so 
successfully that prosperity and gen- 
eral well-being rule in every case. 
There are no instances on record of 
an Icelander having “sold up” his home 
land returned to his own counvry dis- 
jsatisfied. They have all stayed and 
“made good.” The only Government 
assistance given any cf them as set- 
tlers was a small loan in the shape of 
stoves, cooking utensils and a few 
made to the first arrivals, who 
reached the west shores of Lake Win- 
nipeg in 1875. 

The Icelanders are a steady, 
trious, luw-abiding people, well edu- 
cated in the Masses and with high 
standards of living. None have prov- 
ed’ more easy of assimilation. Born 
pioneers and inured to the hardships 
attendant on a hostile climate, they 
took hold in Canada and prospered, 
plucking a living somehow from. the 
forests, fields and waters of what was 
then wilderness. They had little to 
sell those first years and nowhere to 
sell it. All their business had to be 
transacted through an interpreter,
